in his maſter's ſervice, over-reach-

If you are ſubjett to the heavy 
charges of perfume, powder, and 
pipe- clay, (for theſe expences are 
not univerſally diffuſed among 
you) your wine-drinking may be 
limited; your pride, however, will 
not allow you to put this on the 

footing of confined finance: I 
would therefore adviſe you to in- 
troduce at the meſs-table, a bot- 
tle of that exquiſite wine which

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and while you quaff your tar 
Joy, if your countenance ſhould 
give evidence of internal nauſea 
and deteſtation, you can eafily

There is often to be found in

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a military meſs, a party of beer- 
drinking Britons, who are indefa- 
tigably employ'd in devotions to 
the brown jug : but on certain 
anniverſaries, in conformity to im- 
memorial cuſtom, become wine- 
bibbers : on ſuch occaſions, it 
would be departing from your 
charter, not to kick up d rumpus ; 
as you will by moderate induſtry, 
be raiſed to a/to, before the ſea- 
{oned bacchanalians are warm; 
you will give free vent to riot and 
anarchy, which you are ſure will 
diſturb their harmony, and force 


them to leave you maſters of the

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field and the half-finiſh'd bottles; 
this will be a glorious conqueſt, 
and ſomething to talk of at your 


future fourpenny meetings. 


If you are of that rank which 


exempts you from —a d. ; 
(or what is emphatically called, 

the n——/ badger) and live at the 
meſs, your firſt endeavour muſt 
be to eſtabliſh a character of im- 
portance there. This is eaſily 
done by a proper degree of Hau- 
teur and maſquerade gravity. ' 
There are inſtances on record, of

by a myſterious and ſolemn car- 
riage only, gain the reputation of 
great officers. If you perceive on 
black Monday, (the woful day of 
reckoning with the ſutler) certain 
figures in the columns of pounds, 
ſhillings, and pence, of the muſter- 
roll, marked againſt certain names, 
exceeding (in your opinion) all 
1 n bounds, and remaining in 
force, order the liſt of theſe ex- 
travagant officers to be placed in 
a conſpicuous ſituation on the 


mantle-piece of the meſs- room: 
this is a pretty method of provid- 


ing amuſement for ſtrangers before 
E 2 dinner 
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dinner on a vinter day, and pre- 
venting them looking b/ank. Be- 
ſides, as it is generally the caſe 
with thoſe of your rank, to prefer 
any ſituation to head- quarters, it 
may be the means of procuring you 
leave to retire to a certain town 
of mark and notability, as an aſy- 
lum for military fugitives.

If you are of that ſect of anti- 
ſtoics, called grumbletonians, do 
not fail to expreſs a growling diſ- 
content at every diſh on the table ; 
but more eſpecially reprobate that 
which you are in the act of cram- 
ming

ming with. If you even happen 
to be unreaſonable in your doſe 
of muſtard, which uncourteouſly 
ſeizes you by the noſe, fend the 
ſutler and his muſtard both pack- 
ing to the devil. Perhaps ſome 
may think of applying here the 
metaphor of the crickets, who are 
known to be moſt noily in the 
moſt luxuriant harveſts. 


When you are by the ſcheme of 
routine (a moſt happy ſcheme in- 
deed for thoſe who have no other 
claim to preferment) taken from 
the line of genblemen, and dubbed 

| On 
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an e——re, you will have no dif- 
ficulty in forgetting that you ever 
was in the way of being conſidered 
as ſuch. Never take wine after 
dinner, but with a ſelect number 
of, at leaſt, equal rank, carefully 
collecting the duſt as you enliſt vo- 
lunteers for the ſnug ſet. Pay for 
your bottle before the cork is 
drawn, even if there ſhould be 
ſtrangers at table: there can be 
no greater impropriety in this 
than ſettling accounts with a ſer- 
vant for dogs meat and black-ball 
in the ſame place.

knew a {——n that was ſo ſhocked 
at 
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at the indecorum of the proceed- 
ings, that by way of reprimand,

{mall beer, and audibly ordered it 
to be put down to his account. 


If you are the youngeſt in rank 
at the meſs, you muſt puſh hard 
for the chair of vice-preſident at 
table, which, by military cuſtom, 
exempts you from the fatiguing 
office of bote, whole duty it is to 
draw corks, ſnuff candles, ſtir the 
fire, and other matters of menial 
ſervility. I remember. the good 


old: times, when this poſt of /#:n# 
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was not conſidered as a duty of 
fatigue, though reſting with the 
youngeſt, until the finiſhing of the 
fourth bottle a man, when indeed 
it became a piece of hard — 
to find the bell. 


It is generally agreed, that thoſe 
who are in a ſituation to accumu- 
late, have but a feint inclination. 
to dimimiſh. If, therefore, you are 
in poſſeſſion of a 9-fold appoint- 
ment, ſtick to this maxim, which 
is as much as to ſay, ſqueeze hard 


at ceconomy—Make a conveni- 


ecne of the meſs, and when, in re-

you give a dinner, be ſure to © re- 
preſs the ardors of Bacchus, by 
communication with the nymphs;“ 
that is, mix water with your wine. 
For it is proper that your intel-

number of corks drawn, as well as 
to eſcort your friends in ſafety; 
who muſt, for the honor of the 


corps, retire as drunk as David's 
Jow. This ſalutary ſyſtem, wiſely 
Te followed, may enable you to keep

If you attempt to reconcile the 
long eſtabliſhed repugnance be- 
tween the r— and b—, your 
efforts will prove ineffectual and 
fruitleſs. It muſt be by the media- 
tion of very ſuperior minds where 
theſe oppoſites ſhall properly in- 
corporate. Prejudices which ſpring 
from a diſſonance of ſentiment and 
education, when nouriſhed by the 
imbittering occurrences of ſitua- 
tion, are not eaſily vanquiſhed. 
I knew an inſtance of a —

n, 
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n, who from having loſt an 


C 
arm in attempting furtively to ſe- 
cure a piece of mutton for his own 
picking, which was reſerved for 
the uſe of the ſick, and under the 
charge of a m——e centinel, ever 
after felt ſo much convulſed at 
the fight of a r— coat, that he 
purſued the ingenious ſcheme of 
placing a brace of them to guard 
the revolutions of the ſpit in the 
galley, with often nothing more 
than the leg of a'fowl ſtuck on it 
with a ſkewer; ſo that in a ſhort 
time, ſo far from a r coat being 
viſible in the ſhip, there was only 


a 
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a party of half ſcorched ſcare- 
crows, though moſt uniformly a- 
like in the duſky hue of their 


countenances and dreſs. 


Another inſtance fell under my 
notice in the E—I —, where a 
C n (not of the houſe of Ca- 
pulet) whoſe character of heroiſm 
(by the bye) was eſtabliſhed on a 
baſis rather equivocal, ordered 
the m——s to be exerciſed to 
leeward on -the forecaſtle, with

In 
ſhort, the martial contagion be- 
came ſo univerſal, that a nautical

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phraſe was not to be had for love 
or money ;—the ſailors wore their 
hair en queue, and held their heads 
up, while the fife and drum ruled 
all their motions. Even an anti- 
quated lieutenant, created in the 
proverbial year ninety-two, when 
in a ſudden ſquall he meant to give 
the word of command © In top- 
gallant- ſails, could not avoid bel- 
lowing through his trumpet, © Rear 
ranks clole to the front.” 


I would adviſe you to cultrvate 
a good underſtanding with the 
pr of the ſhip, as the gleanings

ſion, will enable you to powder 
your party in a proper ſmart ſtile; 
and the unconſumed. ends of his 
candles prove an admirable ſub- 
ſtitute for pomatum. 


In your firſt arguments with 
your aquatic aſſociates, if a point 
of ſervice falls under diſcuſſion, 
never yield to your opponents, 
right or wrong. This will procure 
you the character of a d— d ob- 
ſtinate fellow, who ſticks to his 
point like a ruſty weathercock; 
and will enable you to carry thro-

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many eſſentials to your own eaſe, 
and the material benefit of the 
party. If the argument happens 
during dinner, and ſeaſoned with 
theſe elegant perſonalities ſo much 
the ſauce to ward-room meals, 
you cannot be at a loſs for a rein- 
forcement to your opinion, by 
applying to the ſhoulder of mut- 
ton, or any other good executive 
joint that is near you.

There are many methods by 


which an or of m s com-

I was 
cotemporary with a c——n, who, 
ambitious of acquiring that kind 
of reputation, adopted the idea of 
taking their heads into his own 
proper charge; which notion he 
followed up until he found that it 
trenched capzally on his own diſ-

burlements, and being ordered for 
a diſtant ſtation, he contrived to 
adulterate the few pounds pro- 
vided in ſuch a manner, that the 
morning, after the firſt general 
powdering, there was not hair 
enough left on the whole of theſe 
martial {kulls to make an orderly 
wig for the centinel at the cabin:

Another method (contraſted to 
this) of eſtabliſhing a character of 
affability and familiar condeſcen- 
ſion is, by borrowing money from 
every man of the detachment.
